A woman's regiment has been formed by young women of 


Lowell, Mass., for the alleged purpose of being "of service to 
ihe city, the slate and the nation during the period of the war." 


And this leads Major General Butler Ames of the Massachu- 


setts State Guard to recommend that the women of every city 
in the stale follow the example of fheir Lowell sisters and form 
companies and regiments; or "bloomer battalions." 
He de- 


clares that the idea is not humorous and says that, women 
trained in military drill could parade through the streets and 
by other formsxof public demonstration stimulate recruiting. 
Besides that they woiuli^e of help as hospital aids, ambulance 
drivers, messeners and iiunany other ways." 


It is to be hoped, however, that this idea will not gain gen- 


eral acceptance in Massachusetts or any other stale, and ther.e 
is little reason to believe (hat it will. 
Women organized in 


. 
regiments could. give no more 'practical aid in Ihe prosecution 
of the war than they could in oilier ways, and not as much. 
There is plenty of work for the 'women to do in the great 
struggle in which the country has become involved aside from 
wearing uniforms and parading the streets, and it is to be be- 
lieved Ihat the great majority of them will recognize (his fact 
and govern themselves accordingly. To serve as hospital aids, 
messengers and ambulance drivers, as some of them are very 
capable of doing if necessary, it is not essential that they or- 
ganize as military bodies. The chances are that any real work 
which (hey see fit lo do in aid of Ihe war will be beller done 
without such organization than it would.be with it. 


In the conservation of food, in preparing certain articles of 


'clothing for the soldiers and in many other ways (he women 
of the country, young and old, can perform invaluable service. 
To attempt military work would simply be, in slang phrase, lo 
make a "holy show" of themselves and little, if any, substan- 


^....iial'good would result, 
instead of stimulating recruiting it 


would be more apt to create -a feeling of disgust and have 
exactly the opposite effect. 


'There are men enough to fight (he baftles of this country. 


They need all the assistance that women can give and there 
are innumerable ways in which the women can be of large 
assistance, but it is fo be seriously doubted that they can render 
any material aid by organizing military bodies and parading 
the streets in bloomer uniforms. They can do better, and i 
they 'arc governed by sober sense- they will.

Austin is 
chairman of tho standardized motor 
truck committee of tho council of tho 
national defense and had a loading 
part In designing the new truck. 


The completed truek Is said to be 


the strongest, compared to tho load it 
Is designed to carry, ever turned out 
In this country. Every part has been 
enormously strengthened to copo with 
tho rough usage of war. 
It carries 


above 1000 pounds of 
dead weight 


more than commercial trucks of cor- 
responding capacity. Tho truck will 
he used only for the army and will not 
bo placed oh the market, government 
officials say.
